Eeport on the "Malnft" Not Ex- 
pected for a Week— Autonomy 
on Trial. 



"Wasiiingtox, March 9.— The feature 
of to-daj 'a events was the promptitude 
with, which the senate passed the house 
bill carrying the appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 for national defence, and the 
haate witli which it was put througli, on- 
groBsed and signed by the I'reeident. 
While the matter hag been 
coneidered, it can be stat- 
ed that the fund has not 
yet been allotted amonp; the various 
branches of the services. T^aeh of these 
had prepared, roughly and tentatively, 
an estimate of the funds it could diepoae 
of to advantaee, but upon loolcinp; over 
the ground the President concluded that 
it would be well perhaps to avoid 
malting the allotment until the neces- 
sity became apparent. The reason back 
of this is that the sum that can be prof- 
itably Bpent for war ships cannot even 
be guessed at ■ witli any approximation 
to accnracy just now. 

As the ships are the first choice in the 
steps for defence, until their cost is as- 
certained it :b not possible to divide the 
remainder of the appropriation among 
the other branches of the military and 
navnl services. 

The statement was made at the navy 
department to-day that the report of 
the Maine court of inquiry probably 
would come to the department some 
tirao next weelv. It did not appear, 
however, that this statement was found- 
ed upon any direct report from the 
court, but.was rather an estimate based 
upon the progress bo far made as re- 
vealed by the change of methods on the 
part of the court. 

Official reports indicate that the au- 
tonomy scheme projected for Porto Rico 
has been pat- into successful operation. 
Tiiis is interesting mainly because of tlia 
resemblance between the project and the 
plan which it is now Bought to put in 
force in Cuba. The news came in the 
shape of tlie following report given out 
at the state department : 

" A despatch from the U.S. consul at 
San Juan, Porto Rico, states that the 
inauguration of the cabinet and the 
ceremony of declaring autonomy in 
efl'ect in that island occurred on the 11th 
ult. He says the whole day was one of 
great manifestation of joy and the whole 
population seemed to be bappy over the 
thought that home rule at last had been 
granted Porto Rico." 

The war department is arranging to 
secure a large supply of the most mod- 
ern rifles, Bufficientin tirao of emergency 
to arm a force of 500,000 men. General 
Miles strongly favors the " straight pull 
gun." It is of American make, and has 
been adopted by the British government 
as the standard arm.

RIOTING m BOMBAY. 

Natives Resist EfTorta of a Plneue Party to 
Secure a Sick Mohammedan Woman. 

Bo.MiiAV, March 9. — Serious rioting 
has occurred through a plague party in- 
quiring inlo the cause of the Hickness of 
a Mohammedan woman. An enormous 
crowd of natives gathered and stoned 
and mobbed the party, which retired for 
an escort of armed police and then re- 
turned and re-demanded the surrender 
of the patient, which was refused. A 
native magistrate, who exhorted the 
populace not to resist tlie police, was 
tiimeelf struck, whereupon he ordered 
tlie police to eharge. They did so and 
four Mohammedans were killed and sev- 
eral were wonnded.

Bay to Prince Albert and v/estward to 
Edmonton. Tbis bill asked for power to 
build to the Paoldc through Yellowhead 
Pass. The minister o£ railways objected 
to 'this extension because tbe govern- 
ment wanted to be free to construct a 
route to.the Yukon from Edmonton. 

Tbe Kettle River Railway bill was laid 
over by agreement until ne'xt weel^. 

Three Yukon railway bills, the Can- 
non railway, the White Horae tramway, 
and Levis River tramway were referred 
to a sub-committee to rieport on the 
facts. 

Mr. Fielding informed the house that 
arrangements are completed with the 
Bank of Commerce to establish an 
agency at Dawsoh, where the govern- 
ment's general banking buainesa for tlio ' 
district will be done, including the col- 
lection of royalties. The bank will ;be 
allowed the privilege of erecting a build- 
ing within the police enclosure. 
This arrangement is' temporary. 
The compensation to be allow- 
ed the bank will be fixed bv 
the Minister of Finance. Except ae 
to the business and privilege above men- 
tioned the bank will stand in the same 
position as any other bank that may be 
established in the district.

Conflict Between Great Britain and Russia. 
More Imminent Tban Between Spain 
and United States. 

London, March 9.— The wish of Queem 
Victoria to end her reign in peace is. 
again manifest in the present threaten- 
ing situation. The Queen yesterday- 
postponed her trip to the Riviera, bo im- 
portant does aiie regard her presence in 
London at this time.. War between 
Britain and Russia appears more threat- 
ening than between the United States 
and Spain.

Cliaiig province and mobilizing her forces 
in the Jiaat so rapidly that not enough 
RuBBian tranaporta caii bo had to carry 
them, and I'rench Bteiimers were hired 
for the purpoao.

Her Majesty Earnestly Desires Tliat 
War With Spain May Be 
Avoided. 



A Blockade of New York Would Be 
Disastrous to Sliii)piug and 
Food Supply. 



"WASHiNflTOir, March 9.— Much con- 
jecture has been indulged in touching 
the visit made to the White Houao by 
the British ambassador yesterday. The 
>VaBhington ?QSt this (Thursday) morn- 
ing eayB On lli'ia jjoiht: "Queen Yic- 
toria has, through Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, conveyed to President McKinley 
her gratification at the wise and con- 
aervative couraa which he baa thus far 
pursued in relation to the Cuban and 
Spanish situation. She also expressed 
to him her thorough sympathy with the 
efforts put forth by the United States to 
relieve sufTering humanity in Cnba, 
with the hope that these endeavors may 
be conducted to a BUccesBfal conclnsion 
without war. 

These expressions were not sent in 
official form. They would have been 
communicated through Mr. Hay, the 
United States ambassador to Great 
Britain, but for the fact that he is ab- 
sent on a voyaee on the Nile. They 
• were therefore communicated directly 
to Sir Julian Pauncefote, with the re- 
quest that he present them in person to 
the President. 

The desire of the Queen that war 
should be avoided was emphasized for 
several reasons. It wes pointed out that 
the commercial relations of Great Brit- 
ain were too extensive to be jeopardized 
by a war between the United States and 
Spain. The blockade of the port of New 
York, for instance, it was pointed out, 
would be of irreparable damage to Brit- 
ish shipping, while the cessation of food 
supplies to England would be exceed- 
ingly serious. 

There was another reason, however , 
which had its weight. The attitude of 
Great Britain goes further in this mateer 
than the mere expression of good wishes. 
There is a desire, which has yet only 
reached the stage of tentative sugges- 
tion, that an alliance may be formed be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. It has been shown that the 
interests of England and this country 
are not only identical in a general 
sense, but are especially identical in the 
great question of finding in China and 
the East an outlet for manufactures. 
This suggestion has considerable weight 
with the administration. 

It was the suggestion that if the Uni- 
ted States would afford to Great Britain 
her naoral support in case of trouble in 
the East she would offer us her sympa- 
thy and practical aid in any trouble tliat 
threatened with Spain, that re- 
sulted in a dibcuBsion of the 
Eastern question in the cabinet 
meeting last Tuesday. The adminis- 
tration appreciates the value of this 
friendly attitude. Although it is well 
understood that in this country it would 
be impossible for the navy to be placed 
at the disposal of Great Britain in up- 
holding her supremacy in the East, 
there are many ways in which our in- 
fluence could be exercised with effect in 
Britain's behalf."

Vancouver, March 0.— (Special')— Two 
hundred and twenty passengers, many 
of them angry, viJtted the offices of the 
agents of the steatQer Centennial to-day 
and demanded aatiafactlon for the delay 
of the steamer. The scene was a lively 
one for a time. A committee from the 
passengers later met the agents and 
after four hours' deliberation the latter 
promised to pay the expenses of those 
who had been detained.

YOKOHAMA. JUSTICE. 

A Strange Way of Trying a Case, Without 
Wotifying the Complainant. 

Abdul Massih, a Turk who formerly 
lived in Victoria, has returned after a 
very hard experience in Yokohama. 
Massih, who is a naturalized American, 
left San FranciscolaSt January for Japan 
and soon afterwards while walking in the 
native portion of the city was set upon 
by eleven men, stoned till he was senfie- 
less, and had $80 in gold stolen from him 
him as he lay upon the road. 
He told hia Story to the Jap- 
anese police, but gut no satisfaction 
out of them. He then turned to Mr. 
Scidmoro, the United States consul, and 
a fortnight later judge of Maasih's sur- 
prise when he saw in a newspaper that 
one man had been sentenced to 15 days' 
imprisonment for the murderous as- 
sault. Maeslh was never noti- 
fied of any trial being held, 
does not know whether the man 
imprisoned was one of those 
implicated in the assault, and was never 
asked to attend and give evidence. 

Massih has several .lapanese newspa- 
pers which corroborate hia story, and 
the Japan Daily Herald takes the auth- 
orities of Yokohama severely to task. 

Massih never saw more of his $80, and 
besides was !f-10 out for a doctor's bill. 



A PUBLIC FUNERAL

Victoria is now far in the lead of all 
her competitors in the Northern trade, 

and evidence of this fact is not alone to 
be found in the busy wholesale houses, 
but in the number of large ships that 
she daily eend? away, with every 
foot of their accomo^odatioa 
gaged. Yesterday four left 
f)r the North, and all but 
of these received their loads here, 
several days past this record of shipping 
has been kept up with signs of increas&d 
activity as the season advances. The 
first of the quartette to sail yesterday 
was the Navarro. She came in from 
Seattle for miners' liceneeB during the 
morning, and left about noon with 1(58 
passengers. At six the Centennial 
pulled out, also well HUed up and 
expecting to have little space to 
spars after leaving Vancouver; and at 
midnight the C.P.N, steamers Danube 
and Tees went out. The Centennial has 
been detained several days in port un- 
dergoing her inspection. She took away 
105 'tons of freight, 29 doga, 22 horses 
and 123 passengers, every one of whom 
outfitted in Victotia. At Vancouver a 
still larger number ot passengers are to 
embark, there being 225 booked up 
to an early hour yesterday. Both 
the Danube and the Tees can add little 
to their loadi at the Terminal City. The 
latter carries away as part of her carco 
the material for three stern-wheel steam- 
ers to be built on Lake Bennett for the 
Victoria & Yukon Navigation Company, 
and the steamer's passengers include the 
men who will put these vessels toijether. 
The Tees is taking north GO odd empty 
casks, and on her return will call at 
Skidegate to have tbeso filled with oil 
for Victoria. There were only 
about twelve head of horses 
shipped on the Danube and Tees. 
Of the crowds who left on these steamers 
more than seventy-five per cent, were 
Americans and many never saw a gold 
nugget, much less a gold producing 
country. The Tees' passengers were in 
the main returning Skagwayians, but 
there were in their number two who are 
going through to DaWBon, having only 
recently arrived from there, MesBrs. W. 
McLeod and J. Sullivan. 

Captain William Moore and party of 
five Victorians, composed of Harry 
Crocker, Charles Ls Blanc, W. F. Shaw, 
John L. McKenzie and John Dodd, were 
among the best known Victorians leav- 
ing on the Centennial, They are going 
prospecting on the Klondike river and 
will disembark at Dyea. On the steamer 
also left a party of seventeen, 
headed by J. B. Colton. of Fairmont, 
Isaac Freund and party of five, of 
Chicago, who will go in over the Dyea 
trail ; Fred. Moraney and partyof seven, 
from Minneapolis, who will remain over 
i J one of the Northern coast cities until 
rejoined by one of their number nosv 
sick at the St. Joseph's hoapital ; W. 11. 
Vance, an American,' who intends 
with one horse to work his way 
in from Wrangel; three Australians; 
R. F. Whitcomb, of Seattle; Mr. Gould- 
er and party of five, from Portland; 
Miss Nellie Cashman and M. R. Healey, 
who are travelling light and who expect 
to make a lightning trip into the Yukon ; 
Thomas Layton and party of eleven 
farmers, from Minneapolis; D. F. Den- 
nis and party of five farmers, from Min- 
nesota; Dr. Boarke and party, and 
others. 

THE " I'AKSnAN." 

Instead of first calling at Vancouver 
on her Southsvard voyage, as was orig- 
nally planned, the stoam'ilup I'akshan 
will come direcit to Victoria. Sbe 
arrived at Union from the North yester- 
day, and will therefore be due at Vic 
toria to-day.

FROM A COMMERCIA L 

STANDPOINT. 

The development of the great reeourcea 
-of British Colambia and the Yukon is ol 
importance to Canada from a commer- 
cial and ifidustrial standpoint. There is 
MO means of uiossuring tlie increase of 
population which would result tliere- 
from, but we do not believe thoy are at 
all extravagant who say that when the 
exploitation of the mineral wealth of the 
Pacific elope of Canada is In full awing 
the people enicaged in it and /the other 
induBtriea of the Ooast will exceed a mil- 
lion, nor do we think it nnreaeonable to 
expect this number to be reached with- 
in a decade. Oregon and Waeliington 
■added nearly three-quarters of a million 
to their po;..ulation in ten years, and 
Ihose atatea, great iny natural wealth 
thouith they are, cannot be ranked with 
British Columbia and the Yukon. In 
aayiag this we do not forptet that v;a do 
not possess, north of the international 
boundary and west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, such a wheat-growing area as the 
two states named contain, or that they 
iiave a larger extent of country suitable 
for fruit cultuire. But putting these 
.aside, the Canadian territory in 
^ question is their equal in every 
other respect, and excels them 
BO much in some respects as to surpaes 
them in the aggregate. We have a 
ajreater area of timber lands; our pas- 
ture lands. are more extensive; we be- 
''(lieve a careful computation would show 
th&t we posaees more land suitable for 
•dairyine and mixed farming; our fieher- 
rdee are more extensive ; our coal mines 
'^lar;:er and of much more value ; our de- 
roaits of iron, copper, silver and gold in- 
comparably greater. From a purely 
commercial point of view, that is in 
view of the growing commerce of the 
Pacific, our geographical position is fully 
equal to theirs, and in some respects 
better. 

Tn the two states named, which in 
area are to<jelher not more than half as 
large as British Columbia, are found 
Htieh cities as Portland with 80,000 peo- 
ple, Seattle with 70,000, Tacoma with 
45,000, Spokane with 25,000 and a large 
number with population between 5,000 
«nd 10,000. Tho wealth accumulated in 
these cities is meaBured by many 
millions. .Some of them are very im- 
DDitaut business centres, and the head- 
quarters of largo ocean-borne commerce. 
Most of the great progress, of which this 
ia the evidence, came about in ten yeara, 
and without any such impetus behind it 
as the great^gold discoveries of British 
Columbia and the Yukon. 

We do not overlook the fact that the 
two states had tho large population of 
.the other states to draw upon, and that 
;a considerabla proportion of the boat 
that flocked to^ them in the decade end- 
ing 1891 was made up of those who felt 
•tthemaelvea crowded out of the Middle 
West; but ono who is at all familiar 
Vitb the conditions in Washington ard 
Oregon will admit that probably th" 
greater part of their marvellous progress 
was due to tho influx of people and capi- 
tal from Eastern Canada and Europe. 
Great Britain forwarded most o£ the 
capital and a very larite proportion of 
the people, but a very largo share of tho 
latter came from Canada, tlermauy and 
Scandinavia. Those foreign sources of 
supply are available to Canada, and we 
aro certain to draw very many people 
from the United States. The incentive 
to immigration which rich gold mines 
furnish, will lead hundreds of thousands 
to seek the Pacific coast of the Domin- 
ion, wbo would be attracted by no other 
nfluence. Canadians may look forward 



with the utmost confidence, we think, 
to tho very rapid increase in the popula- 
tion of its Pacific Slope, as soon as ade- 
quate means of communication with the 
interior are provided. 

The effect of anch an increase upon 1 he 
commerce and industry of Canada will 
be enormous. While the ability of Brit- 
ish Columbia to produce good produjts 
in great quantities ia unquestioned, 
yeara will elapae before the home 
market is fully supplied from provincial 
BourcBB. For some time to come much 
of what is needed will be purchased in 
the United States, as it now is, 
but each year the prairie region 
and the Eastern provinces will furnish 
more and more. There ia no market 
like a mining country for farm produce. 
Miners and prospectors require good, 
substantial food, and plenty of it. More- 
over the standard of living in Such com- 
munities is very higH. The fnrmera of 
Canada can ask no Ijetter customers than 
they will find on the Odaet. Tlie manu- 
lActurers of the Eastern provinces will 
find an enormous demand here for their 
output. The whole country would feel 
the revivinf; touch of the trade. From 
any point of view tho matter may he re- 
garded, the opening of tho Pacific slope 
of Canada by a complete system of rail- 
ways would be of unusual advantage to 
the Dominion. 



THE EESIGNA TION 

OF THE SPEAKER. 

Mr. Speaker Higgins has resigned. 
The chief interest attaching to his action 

is due to its novelty. The political 
cllect will consist in reducing the gov- 
ernment vote on straiglit parly divisions 
by one, and in increasing the opposi- 
tion vote on Bome occasions by one. 
What position Mr. Higgins will occupy 
in tiie house as a private member can 
only bo surmised. lie may elect to fol- 
low Mr, Seralin, and play a minor role 
after Mr. Cotton and Mr. Williams. He 
may conclude to convert hiineelf into a 
political Mohammed's coflin and hover 
between the heaven of tho government 
ranks and the earth of the opposition 
benches. He may aspire to oust Mr. 
Semlin from his place. He may con- 
clude that he can serve hia province beat 
in the position of a loyal supporter of 
Mr. Turner, which role would como the 
easiest to him, seeing that he was elected 
a government supporter and baa upheld 
the government in everything it has 
done with a single exception. 

SPEAKER BOOTS. 

The legislature paid a well deserved 
tribute to a gentleman in every respect 
worthy to occupy the honorable po 
aition when yesterday it unanimously 
chose Mr. J. P. Booth as Speaker. The 
exceeding modesty of the member for 
North Victoria has prevented him from 
taking so prominent a part in pro- 
vincial affairs as a man of his marked 
ability, extensive ■ knowledge and 
sound judgment might gracefully and 
acceptably have taken; but during the 
course of bis long public career, since in 
1871 he entered the first legislature after 
Confederation, Mr. Booth has at all 
times commanded the highest respect of 
the house and public. 

A notable illnstration of the complete 
separation of Dominion politics from the 
affairs of the provincial legislature is 
aObrded by the fact that while Hon. J. 
r. Booth is a Liberal in Dominion 
politics, he has been the unanimous 
choice of a house overwhelmingly Con- 
servative. 



ALIENS IN THE YUKON. 

During the last two-days nearly, if not 
quite, two thousand people have passed 
through Victoria on their way to the 
Northern gold fields of Canada. By far 

the greater number of these are United 
States citizens, although there ia a 
aprinklini: of other nationalities. We 
cannot ref^ard witli couiiiliiceiicy the fill- 
ing up of the Canadian Yukon by aliens, 
and are of the opinion that the time has 
come when notice should be given that 
British citizenship must be insisted on in 
tho case of all persons seeking mining 
privileges in the Dominion. Wo say 
this in no spirit of unfriendliness to 
our neighbors, but because we believe it 
to be exceedingly poor ]iolicy to jiermit 
tho great auriferoaa wealth of our coun- 
try to be exploited by foreigners. 

We have on several occaBionoexproBGed 
the view that if such a cliange of policy 
is determined upon, faith should be kept 
with those aliens who have already ac- 
quired claims or taken out licensoa ; but 
if this is done, all will have been done 
that is ■ reasonable or neceaaary. No 
one will have any cause to com- 
plain if the Yukon is closed 
to aliens.' Such a coarse would 
be aomowhat at variance with the lire 
usually followed in the British Empire, 
but tho caao of tho Yukon is exceptionnl. 
In nearly every country in the world, 
where gold is found, there are induce- 
ments for people.to eatabliah themselves 
permanently, but no such induce- 
ments exist in the case of the 
Yukon, which ia valuable only for 
ita gold. When once the iiiiuo 
have been exhausted the whole region 
will bo depopulated, for people from 
Southern latitudes will not live by 
choice at the Arctic circle unhias aome 
especial inducements exist, and there 
wilt be none in the Yukon when the 
gold is gone. As things now are, Can- 
ada is adminiatering the Yukon, pre- 
o.-rving law and order there, and 
imjiroving the means of communi- 



cation, principally to enable for- 
eignora to go into the country 
and carry away aa much gold as poa- 
aiblo. We do not see how the govern- 
ment can justify the continuance of such 
a policy. 

This great influx of aliens ia import- 
ant in another respect. They 
have no sinister designs, and 
have not gone North with 
any intention of disputing Cana- 
dian autbority, but iiib one can say what 
the future may not yet have in store, 
and it is a serious thing to have any part 
of Canada occupied very largely by 
aliens and cut ofl' from any direct means 
of communication over our own terri- 
tory.

AN UNFOETUNATE SLOOP. 

H. U. S. " Algerine" After a Series of Uis- 
Iiaps Brings Up in a Chinese 
Drydock. 

Ae briefly mentioned H.i^I.S. Algerine 
ia now in the drydock at Tungkadoo, un- 
dergoing the repairs rendered noceBsary 
by her two recent accidents, and as she 
lies tliere, the erstwhile trim and ship- 
shape little craft pieaonts a forlorn and 
battered appearance indeed. Her top- 
masts and yards have been eont down, 
some of her boats are ashore repairing, 
others are lying sniaahed on deck, while 
sad havoc wrought to her buhvarka, cloae 
by the break of the quarter deck on the 
port side, shows the force of her impact 
with the junk with which she recently 
collided. But, bad as the state of aff aire 
appears from the edge of the dock, it is 
nothing to what presents itself to the 
visitoron bis descending and going un- 
derneath the vessel. Her starboard 
bilge keel fiaa completely vanished, 
a long lino of splintered woodwork, with 
projecting rivets and jigged and 
torn etlyes of copper sheatliing, marking 
where it once was. Iler false keel has 
also disappeared, only some four or live 
feet of it juat abaft the forefoot remain- 
ing. Her port bilge keel haa also been 
wrenched out of shape, while all the 
copper sheathins amidships is Blrippod 
offand twisted about all over the place 
The repairs must necessarily occupy 
weeks, if not months, and will, we 
understand, cost at least £3,000. 

It appears that after leaving Shanghai 
on January 23, and while nearing Ting 
hai at a little after 3 a.m. the following 
morning, she suddenly went ashore 
The boats were at once swung oat, tha 
watertight doors closed and ammunition 
hoisted up, and after bumping and bang' 
ing about for about three-quarters of an 
hour she managed to cet off and pro 
ceeded on her way to Tinghai. On her 
arrival there a court of inquiry was held 
at once, followed by a court martial, at 
which both the captain and navigating 
lieutenant were reprimanded. 

The Algerine was built at Devonport, 
and this, her first commiesion, has 
proved terribly unfortunate so far. Siie 
commisaioned on February 11, 1S97 
When Blie started for the Far East she 
experienced a very bad time of it, taking 
eight days to make Gibralter from Ply 
montb, losing one boat and Bmashing 
some others. Arrived at Malta the mlaa 
ing boat was replaced by the one jaat 
smashed by the bows of the Ningpo junk. 
Her troubles commenced out here with 
the sad suicide of one of her ofHcera. 

Then on November 3 she got so far 
aground on the Shanghai flaia that at 
low tide her bows w(Sro only in three 
feet of water, and remained practically 
high and dry for aome hours. Next 
came her two recent arcidenta, so that 
she can hardly be called a fortunate 
ahip, A trim little craft, speedy, of 
light draught, and juat the thing for 
these waters, it will he a pity if her 
ahip'a company do not discover the 
Jonah in their midst and drop bim com- 
fortably overboard as soon as found.— 
Shanghai Mercury.

IN TOKEN OF RESPECT. 

Ttie School Board Expresses Appreciation 
of the Late Chief Justice. 

Outofreapect to tfie memory of the 
late Hon. Chief Justice Davie the mem- 
bera of the school board last night ad- 
journed their regular meeting until Fri- 
day at 8 p.m. 

After the minutes of the previous 
meeting had been signed. Trustee Mar- 
chant mentioned the fitness of an ex- 
pression of regret on the part of the 
board. He also called attention to 
the recent death of the son of 
Captain and Mrs. Grant, and in this 
connection moved that the secretary be 
instructed to write the bereaved parents 
expressing the sincere eympathy of the 
board. Mrs. Jenkins secoiuled the 
motion, and it waa carried unanimously. 

Trustee Belyea tlien moved the ad- 
journment oi the board in recognition of 
ihe death of the Chief .lustice, and in 
doing eo paid a tribute to the worth of 
the deceased. Br. Hall seconded the 
motion, and added to the remarks of the 
mover. 

Silnaupporting the motion, Mr. Mar- 
chant went briefly into thedistinguiahed 
career of the deceased, tracing it np till 
the time of his death, when, fie was oc- 
(lupying oneof the highest positions in 
tlie gift of the country. He said that 
no matter whether one diffeied or agreed 
with him ijolitically liia many uood 
qualities were always recognized and a]i- 
preciiited. Ifia life was ii grand example 
to the youth of the jirovince to atiiiiu- 
late andclieer tliem in their worthy am- 
bitiona. Tlie motion waa carried unani- 
moualy. 

The queelion of cloeinc the public 
Bchoola on the day of the funeral was 
brought up, but it was not considered 
advisable to take thie step. 



THE NOUTHWARD PROCESSION. 

Thirty-Nine Klondike Steamers in Sight of 
Each Other— "islander" and 
" Elder " Race. 

The steamer Thistle, which left Skag- 
way on the afternojn of the 3rd iuat., 
arrived hero yesterday morning, bring- 
ing a sack of Mounted Police luail and 
one disguatod passenger. Capt. Butler 
eaya that there is no excitement to speak 
of in Skagway over the spinal meuing- 
itia epidemic, and that the people there 
do not look upon the diceasB as a 
plaiiue. 

Nothing of stirring interest was en- 
countered ou the trij), except lust Sun- 
day, when ,'rom daylight until dark the 
Thistle waa passing a regular procession 
of vesaela headed north, Tnirty-nino all 
in sicht of eacli other wore counted. 
Among them were the Islander of Vic- 
toria and tlie Geo. AV. Elder of Portland, 
seemingly eugaged in a race. Tlie Vio- 
)toria boat was in the lead and appeared 
to be gaining. In response to the salute 
of the Ttiiatlo the paaseogers aboard the 
Islander joined in three rousing cheers 
The Amur of Victoria was also uphold' 
ing its dignity in the. procession. 

The Corona was paeaed dose to where 
she went down about six weeks ago'. It 
was night time and none of the Tniatle's 
crew could uuike out her condition 
though she seemed to bo afloat. 

RobertCuBsack of Winnipeg, the one 
passenger who came down, was in Skag- 
way for some time, having abandoned 
his original intention of going over the 
trail in search of gold. He says that 
since the fine weather of the last few 
daya disease haa been on the decrease, 
though the situation ia not yet 
by any means safe. The people of 
Skagway, he saya, endeavor to 
ignore the danger of the diseate 
but it is there just the same. The Skag- 
way papers in an attempt to allay the 
fears published what was claimed to be 
a correct liat of those who had died from 
any disease which might be described as 
spinal meningitis, and that it was very 
small. Mr. Cusaack, however, had per- 
sonal knowledge of several casea which 
were not on the list. The diseaae, he 
said, seemed to attack young men who 
were phyHically not very capable. Ho 
could not recall a case where a stout, 
strong man had become a victim. 

The latest Skagway papers brought 
down on the boat contain vigorous de- 
nials of the reports of a spinal men- 
ingitis plague. 

SAILS THIS EVENING. 

The big 3,300 ton steamship Ning* 
chow sails for Wrangel, Dyea and Skag- 
way this evening, proceeding firat to 
Vancouver to complete her load for the 
northern voyage. She is a model ship 
for comfort, and paaaengers leaving on 
her will not be crowded aa they are on 
the majority of ehipa in the northern 
service. The immense dining saloon 
'tween decks that takes up the whole 
width of the steamer and ovei a third of 
her lengtti, or that occupies over 40xG0 
feet of apace,- ia in keeping with thia. In 
this spacious department 300 miners can 
bo seated at table at once. Several 
etoves have been placed in the room, 
and other such furnishings that might 
be classed as luxuries when speaking 
generally of the vessels which ply in 
the northern trade have been provided. 
Upwards of 100 miners will arrive here 
on the City of Kingston this morning 
to transfer to the Nlngchow. Ninety 
Australians who arrived on the 
Aorangi have booked for the steamer at 
V^ancouver, where also 19 Mounted 
Police in charge of two officers being 
sent North by Major Parry will embark. 
.Vraong those here ticketed are what 
might be called the advance guard of 
lOagliahmen who have arrived en route 
to tlie gold fields. They have been in 
tlie city several daya and have patron- 
ized Victoria merchants for their out- 
fits. Other passengers are from New 
Zealand, Nevada and thelCaatern States. 
The Ningchow on this her first voyage 
will be commanded by Capt. Cross, the 
navigator who broustbt her across the 
Pacific. His pilots will be Oaptaiina 
Bendrodtand Herman Smith, both of 
whom have had man years of experi- 
ence on tlie northern coast. The Ning- 
liow sailu oil her second trip nortli on 
the L'Uli ioHt. and llio steiuner Xiiiatle ou 
the 17ih inat.

Speaker Ilif 
giiiB iiUonded to roaicu, and yesteiilay 
tiiiR rumor became fact. 

VVlicn tiie lioueo met at 2 o!i;locl< Mr. 
Spealcer Hisi^ine, instBtesd of as ubuuI 
taking his place in the chair, eat in one 
of the visitors' seats on the floor. 

Mr. Thornton Fell, clerk of ihe hou-'o, 
took up his position at the desk naed by 
tlie chairman wlieu the house eoea into 
eoQimittee and prooaedtd to read thi 
following :

The Premier rose in his place and an- 
nounced that he had already informed 
the Lieiiteusnt-Cioveriior of the reslgna- 
tiOD of Mr. Speaker and had obtained 
Hi'a Honor's coneeut to the election of a 
Betv speaker. The Lieutenant-Govei- 
nor would be down at haif-^aBt two to 
aisaent to the election of a speaker by the 
iiouae. The Premier was Ears that both 
flidea of the boaae wopid agree with him 
that the gentleman who bad reaigued 
from the speakerahip had tilled that 
position well, without partiality and in 
an exoeptionably fair and upright man- 
ner. Both aides of the house the I'reinier 
was sure would feel that IIoii. D. W. 
Higgina liad done his duty in the oner- 
ous position o( speaker and would ex- 
press regret at his resignation. 

Dr. Walkem cordially endorsed the 
words of the Premier, and said it was 
with regret that he beard the resigna- 
tion. Daring the time he had been in 
the honae he bad afwaya fonnd that the 
duties of spealter had been performed in 
a fair, uprieht and honest manner. 
After gracefully expressing the neces- 
sity that arose to chooao a new speaker. 
Dr. Walkem said he had great pleasure 
in moving for tlio choice as speaker a 
member well fitted to fill that position, 
the member for North Victoria (Mr. 
liaoLh). lie had much pleasure, tliere- 
,fore, in proposing that Mr. Booth take 
the speaker's chair. 

Mr. Smith (Lillooet) had much plea- 
'Sure in seconding the iiiotiou of 
the member for South Nanaimo. 
iHr. Booth, as is well known, had 
)had a great deal of experience in parlia- 
mentary practice, and Mr. Smith bad 
full confidence that as Speaker Mr. 
Ijjoth would have the full confidence of 
t!ie house in his decisions. 

Mr. Bootli, while modestly expressini; 
his thanks for the nomination, said he 
would, if tlie clioice of the house fell on 
him, do his duty to the best of his 
ahility . 

Mr. Semlin, leader of the opposition, 
rose with a great deal of pleasure to wel- 
come the proposal to make the member 
for North Victoria Speaker of the house, 
that gentleman being fully competent to 
folfll.the duties of that position. But, 
while doing ao, and joining with those 
who preceded him in regretting the 
resignation of Mr. Speaker, he would 
like to know what were the reasons of 
that geiilleiiian for resigning. The hon. 
mem her vacating the Speaker's chair 
must have aoino reasons for his action, 
and Mr. Hemlin would like to know if it 
was to cxpresa dlBsatisfactiou witli the 
. actions of the government. If ho, it 
would will the approbation of the v/liole 
conntrv. 

Tlie Clerk then put the question, and 
Mr. Booth waa elecled Speaker unaui- 
monalvand amid applause. 

The" new Speaker was escorted to his 
■chair by ]3r. Walkem and Mr. Smith, 
and upon reachini; the top of the stepu 
/returned his thanks to the house for the 
..honor conferred upDn him and promised 
to do hla beat to deserve the conflde-ico 
reposed in him. He asked the indul- 
gence of .the house in case of any mis- 
takes hQ might make, ai d hoped they 
would consider the trying position he 
was placed in by being called upon at ho 
Hhort noticp to take the chair in the 
middle of the session after the hoiiao lind 
been presided over by audi an ai le 
Speaker as the gentleman who liad juai 
vacated tlie chair. Ho felt, however, 
that he could count on the support of 
that gentleman and all themomberaof 
the house in his efTorta to perform his 
duty. • 

TnePremier congratulated Mr. Speaker 
on hie'ttppolutment, and was sure tliat 
the house could place the fullest depend- 
ence on him aa a fair and honorable 
Speaker, whose deoisiCQS they wonld 
Fustain. lie quite conceded that Mr. 
T.ooth fllled a difficult position by rea- 
son of the able Speaker who had pre- 
coded him, but was quite sure the oner- 
ous duties would be disohnrged faithfully 
and well. He moved that the house ad- 
journ for half .-.n hour, so that the 
Speaker might ho presented to the 
Lieutenant-Governor.

QOESTIOKS OF PBIVILEGB. 

Mr. Semlin rase on a question of pri- 
vilege to complain of the Coi.oMsr'.s ri - 
port of the proceedings of the provious 
ilay, that there appearad in it that the 
.I'reuiier had mudo a speech accueinj! 
tlio opposition of trying tu block legisla- 
tion until redistribution had been 
brought down. The Premier had mada 
no such speech. 

The I'romier, while sayine ho did m^t 
make tlie remark in the hrjiise, still held 
that the statement tliat the oppo ition 
were trying to block leKialatiou waa very 
true. 

Mr. Sword was understood to call the 
ropoi I a breach of privilege and to ask 
for an inveatiiration. Owing, however, 
to the mullled tone in which the mem- 
ber for Dowdney spoke and the poEiti<m 
of the reporters in the hoase making it 
very difficult to hear even a clear 
s oeaker, the moat of his remarks were 

l03t. 

Mr. Cotton hoped some etepa would be 
taken to iuves'igate the matter. 

Dr. Walkem'd way of looking at the 
muater wa3 that it should be brousht up 
by motion if tbemember wanted to com- 
p'aiu. 

Ti e Premier remarked that an evi- 
dent miaiako had been laado by the ro- 
P'lrter, but the seniimeuta were eo true 
that they apparently irritated the uppu- 
sitiou. Aa for the junior member (ur 
Vancouver, he liad seen in a Vancouver 
paper speeches of that gentleman a great 
part of which he never made. 

This produced roars of laughter and 
cries of "Hear! liear!" during wtiicli 
Mr. Cotton lor a few moments vainly 
tried to make himself hoard. He wanted 
the Premier to prove what he had said, 
and denied that such reports had ap- 
peared as stated. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that aa the Premier 
was not prepared with a copy of the jik- 
per in question the subjsct could not he 
referred to. The incident theucloEed. 

5Ir. Kidd, to a question of 
orivilecre, claimed that editorially 
the Cor.oxisT had misrepresented 
tiim on the position he took on hia reso- 
lution on the advisability of the govern- 
ment granting loans to farmQrp. As a 
matter of fact the government were not 
asked to give their anseat to his resolu- 
tion, and therefore it could not be re- 
fused, nor had the government volun- 
teered to assume the responsibility that 
might arise out of the resolution. He 
took exception to the report of hia re- 
marks in the Colonist that he had ex- 
pressed the hope that the subject of the 
motion wbald be freely diecussed. He 
had wanted the subject examined into 
by a committee. 

The committee on private hills and 
standing orders reported that they had 
considered petition No. 22, the petition 
of Portland and Stikine JKailway Co., 
and recommended that the order for its 
reception and reference to the commit- 
tee be rescinded. 

This report was adopted. 

The committee on railways reported 
that the preamble was proved of bill No. 
12, " An Act to lucorporate the Revel- 
stoke & Caesiar Railway Co,," and sub- 
mitted the bill with amendments. 

The report was received. 

I-KTITIOS PnESENTED, 

Mr. Cotton presented a petition from 
Oppenheimer Bros, and other reaidentH 
of Vancouver in favor of propoaed amend- 
ments to the Vancouver Cily Act 
Amendment bill; This petition waa re- 
ceived. ^ 

RETURN'S ABKXD FOB. 

Mr. Kidd moved for a return Bbowing: 
The number of crown Kranta issued lo 
" Burnaby Small Holders " op to date, 
and the price received for land granted. 
The report or reports of the. government 
agent aa to the tulfilment of the provis- 
ions of lease by those to whom crown 
grants have been issued. The names of 
parlies holding or applying for more 
than one lot under the same lease or 
ddl'erent leases, and reports of govern- 
ment agent in respect thareto. 

The resolution waa carried. 

riilVATE llILI.S. 

Mr. Helmcken moved the second 
reading of the Mountain Tramway and 
Electric Co. bill. He understood there 
was a great need for a work of this kind, 
and gave powers to erect tramways in 
the districts where needed and asked 
for by the reaidents. This power made 
it necessary to bring the bill in othnr- 
wise than under the tramway act. The 
bill waa to give the company i)on-cr to

The second readiu;.' waa carried. 

On the motion to go into comu.ittee- 
of-the-whole on the Kitumat Railway 
bill, iSIr. Sword moved tli^t tlia commit- 
tee tie instructed to consider the inser- 
tion of a new section as follows: 

"The company shall, within one 
month after the passage of this act, de- 
posit with tlio provincial government 
the sum of f5, 000, either in cash or ap- 
proved bonds, aa security that the com- 
pany will expend not less than $10,000 
in actual construction of the railway 
hereby authorized to be built, before the 
oLat December, 18'.)8, and in default of 
HUcli expenditure the aforesaid sum of 
$5,000 ahall be forfeited to iiiid become 
the property of tba government, as 
liijuidaled and ascertaineddamagea, and 
not as a penalty ; and should such se- 
curity not be deposited with the govern- 
ment within the aforesaid time, all the 
rights and prlvilegea conferred by this 
act shall be null and void." 

Some discussion arose over this,!, the 
leader of the opposition Bapporting it 
on the ground that it would stop char- 
ter- mongerinpr. 

Hon. Col. Baker took the view that 
while some some such rule might do 
very well if put into force for nt xt ses- 
sion, but it was unfair to place it in a 
bill now without the least warning to 
the people asking for the charter. He 
wanted it undorstuod that he qiiito au- 
provf^d of the principiR iu the section. 

Mr. Cotton ami Mr. Forater both 
favored putting in the clause now, Mr. 
Forster arguing that when a company 
asked for a charter they must abide by 
any conditions the house might wiah to 
impoae. 

Mr. Hunter bad listened attentively, 

but ho did not aee what harm the grant- 
ing of charters had done the country. 
So long as the house granted no exclu- 
sive privileges, so long they had not 
right to impose penaltiea for non-cou- 
atruclion. All the companies who had 
charters had had to expand largo sums 
of money, and no barm could follow ao 
Img as no escluelve privileges, were 
given. 

Mr. Macpherson in answer said that 
the granting of two charters' over the 
same district had already resulted iu the 
construction of neither road. In the 
present case there were several charters 
asked for over the same ground and the 
only proper way was to have some guar- 
antee from the parties that the building 
of the road would be carried out. 

The Premier only understood this was 
an instructiou to the committee. Jn in- 
troducing this suddenly when the people 
asking cliartcrs had no notice of it, it 
waa very hard upon them. Oae month 
wai) n very Bliort time to mention in the 
section, He was surprised to hear the 
members taking a different line than 
they used to. They used to apeak of free 
trade in railways and now they wore 
turning round to the principle of strong 
protectioniate. 

The motion waa carried referring the 
section to the committee, and the liouso 
went into coimniltee of the whole on the 
bill— .Mr. Kidd iu the chair. 

A good deal of discussion took place 
over the section already mentioned, that 
on Mr. Sivord's motion was referred to 
the committee. The eeution was i.J- 
serted in the bill with the exception that 
the time in which the company should 
deposit the money forsecurity waa made 
eix montlia instead of one month. 

The committee rose reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

The honee then adjourned.
